THE DECATUR CONVENTION. | 
The resolutions and debates of the State 


Farmers’ Association of Illingis have been 
presented to the public, and for clearness of pur- 
pose and general intelligence they will compare 
most favorably with the average debates in Con- 
gress. The Convention gave the widest latitude 
to the expression of opinion, and every man had 
the fullest opportunity to express his senti- 
ments, and it is very much to the credit of the 
delegates that, upon the final declaration of their 
judgment, there was such general unanimity. 
The debate on the resolution declaring their inde- 
pendence and abandonment of the old political 
parties was exceedingly pointed. It brought 
out in full contrast the zeal of those 
who were y and conscientiously seeking 
reform, as against the ancient prejudices of 
those who have been wedded to party. Every 
man who is or expects to be a Postmaster, or 
Deputy-Marshal, or Revenue Inspector, or the 
holder of any other office large or small in the 
gift of Senators or members of Congress, vainly 
sought to check the effort to throw off the night- 
mare of the old dead parties.

CUSTODY OF THE CITY FUNDS. 
Comptroller Hayes has submitted to the Com- 
mon Council some suggestions as to the future 
management of city finances which are very im- 
portant. After referring to the Gage defalca- 
tion and the financial condition of the city, he 
reminds the Council that it has become the prac- 
tice to expend the moneys appropriated long 
before the tax levied for that purpose has been 
collected. Thus the appropriations for the fis- 
cal year ending March 31, 1874, were over 
$6,000,000, and a large partof the money has 
been expended, and will all be expended before 
June next, when the great bulk of the tax for 
He also calls attention to 
the practice of drawing warrants upon the 
Treasurer payable out of particular funds which 
had no money to their credit, and paying them 
out of other money in the Treasury belonging 
to other funds. This is prohibited by law. The 
result is, that, while there is now on the books 
$2,662,000 to the credit of special funds, there 
is less than one-third of that sum in the 
Treasury. He insists that this practice must be 
abandoned. He declares that he cannot, con- 
sistently with his official obligations, continue 
any such practice. To meet the difficulty, if not 
to avert the municipal dishonor of not paying 
its obligations while there is public money 
in the Treasury to the credit of especial funds, 
he suggests that the city shall exercise the au- 
thority vested in it by the Charter, of authoriz- 
ing the deposit of city moneys, without regard 
to the fund to which they belong, with such 
banks as will make the required payments and 
give proper security. To carry out this pro- 
posed change, be has submitted to the Council 
certain resolutions to be adopted. These pro- 
vide that, within twenty days preceding the date 
of any payment of interest, the Treasurer, upon 
the order of the Comptroller and Mayor, shall 
purchase and deliver to the Comptroller sight 
exchange on New York for the sum required. 
Within a like period 
making monthly payments to the employes of 
the city, the Treasurer shall, upon the order 
of the Mayor and Comptroller, deliver 
to the bank or banks named therein such 
amount of the city’s. moneys as shall be 
designated in the order, to be immediately de- 
posited in such bank or banks as, with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, shall undertake to furnish 
the city the money to meet such payment. All 
moneys thus placed in the banks shall be de- 
posited to the credit of Chicago, and shail be 
drawn upon the order of the Treasurer, counter- 

signed by the Mayor and Comptroller. 

These resolutions make important changes in 
the administration of the business of the city.

REFORMING '?UBLIC EXPENDITURE. 

Civil-Service Re worm is not a result that many 
persons would lave expected to follow the 
panic, but the event may prove it to be one of 
the blessings dit guised in that calamity. The 
House of Representatives, on Wednesday, 
adopted a resobation offered by Mr. Willard, 
which may lead to some tangible achievements 
in this direction. The resolution calls fora re- 
port from the Committee on Civil-Service Re- 
form as tothe practicability of reducing the 
number of puiilic officials, and cutting down 
their salaries, and also contemplates the abo- 
lition of the fe system in custom-houses and 
elsewhere, by asking the Committee to report 
on the advisability of providing that in all cases 
compensation sivall be in the form of a fixed sal- 
ary. This resolution, which the House passed 
promptly, mucl: to its credit, covers the prin- 
ciple of a rei nedy for the threatened dis- 
crepancy between the national revenues and ex- 
penditures, whith is much more direct and prac- 
ticable than tha! proposed by Secretary Richard- 
son. The people. are forced, by hard necessity, to 
economize in ewery direction. Domestic ex- 
penditure is be ng reduced in every household 
in the country, because earnings, wages, and 
profits have faiilen off. Common sense teaches 
common peopl that, when their incomes dwin- 
die, they must. reduce their expenses, or else the 
result will be fle “misery” of which Micawber 
talked so eloqmently. But no such common 
sense obtains du the public household. The 
same causes which bave operated on in- 
dividual inoommen have eaten into the income of 
the Government. A deficit of many millions 
is threatened this year.

The Home 
Government had, and still has, its hands so full 
in trying to suppress the Cartagena insurgents 
and disperse the Carlist guerrillas, that it cannot 
spare another man for Cuba, and is talking of a 
general enrollment for military duty of all 
men between 18 and 45 years of age, one- 
fourth of whom are to be conscripted for 
active service. In the midst of flattering pros- 
pects like these, the Cubans themselves have 
not only prejudiced their cause in the field, but 
have endangered the respect and confidence 
which it was beginning to receive by a complete 
change of leaders, for no other apparent reason 
than to gratify the ambitions cf a cabal of needy 
and seedy adventurers and blustering patriots, 
who have thus far fought the Cuban battles in 
obscure quarters of New York City. Such 
trifling as this will be of little help to the Cuban 
cause, and may prove its death-blow. 

IMPORTANCE OF VACCINATION. 

We have now reached that Season of the year 
when it is only reasonable to expect a rapid 
spread of smali-pox. This loathsome disease is 
now raging with great severity in Cleveland 
Buffalo, and other cities, and it is useless to 


sources, both in men and material, so as to 
make it general. With the small force of men 
at command of the Board, it is impossible to do 
anything in a general way. To accom- 
plish any real good, the Board must 
have the co-operation of the physicians of the 
city and Sanitary Inspectors. Every ward in 
the city should have its Inspector to look after 
the disease, and report cases, and a central lo- 
cality where vaccination can be performed 
gratuitously. It is among the poor and the ig- 
norant that the most danger is to be feared. It 
is not likely that this class will voluntarily 
come forward to be vaccinated. There- 
fore, they must bos, sought out and com- 
pelled to protect themselves. The wealthy 
and even the middle classes understand the ne- 


cessity of vaccination, and will take care of them- 


selves, but the poor will not. Some place, there- 
fore, must be provided for them, and some one 
should have the responsibility of hunting them 
up. The disease now is so well known to physi- 
cians that it is not necessarily fatal if it is taken 
at the proper time, and treated with even ordi- 
nary skill, but it rages worst among those 
classes who are the least protected 
and receive the least medical atten- 
tion. They are the ones to be protected, 
and the Board of Health should bave ample au- 


| thority and assistance to do it. Meanwhile, those 
who are able to take care of themselves should 


also do it. An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure in this loathsome disease. With 
the requisite precaution, it may be kept within 
bounds and prevented from becoming epidemic, 
and the time to do that is now, before the dis- 
ease has got a material foothold.

BurraLo, N. I., Dec. 19.—One thousand boats 
have been reported to Auditor Dayton as being 
on the Erie Canal. Of these 400 or 500 are load- 
ed and going down with grain, lumber, staves, 
and potatoes—mostly grain. All of the boats 
now moving are between Little Fall and Albany, 
and working very slowly. Within the past three 
days, sixty boats have been got through to the 
river. About a dozen are moving to-day from 
Schenectady towards Albany. Owners of = 
are not geverally anxious to get the 
through, but New York and o forwarders 
are working hard to get them through in order to 
save charges and insurance. The shippers in- 
sist that forwarders shall pay the insurance, and 
threaten to give them no business next year 
unless they doso.

WILLIAM c. STRIBBLING 
was born, I think, in Kentucky, not long before 
the beginning of this ce „and at an early 
f entered the Conference in bis native State, 

—— acquired great distinction as a preacher, 


ranking. in the estimation of many persons, with 
Bascom. 


the renowned Dr. Indeed, I have heard 
the story, that, at a camp-meeting held about 
1821 or 2, where the two young man were to 
some * lewd fellows of the baser sort“ 
sid a wager as to which of them would bear off 
the palm of eloquence ; and Mr. Stribbling had 
as many and strong backers as the Apollo of 
the West.” 
In those early days he made a long missionary- 
journey through IIlinois and Missouri, in com- 
pany with the great Bishop McKendree. From 
the beginning of his ministry he was an inde- 
fatigable student, when, oftentimes, the 
had to be conned on horselvack, or by the flick- 
ering light of a pine-knot in the fire-place of a 
sguatter’s cabin,—he lying on the floor, while 
the family were busied, or asleep about him. 
Until his latest years, he was an omniverous 
‘devourer of books, and of such a 
memory ae I bave rarely known, His passion 
was for theology, and poetry of the graver kind, 
to which he added a taste for history; but he 
rarely dipped into what is usually called polite 
learning, except to make a thorough acquaint- 
ance in earlier life with the great moralist and 
Samuel Johnson.

Mr. Stribbling labored with great acceptability 
in the Kentucky Conference for fifteen years, 
and about 1833 removed to this neighborhood, 
where he apent the rest of his life. Although he 
was what is known as a local preacher, his jour- 
neys were many and long, and his pulpit-minis- 
trations incessent and arduous. He was a man 
of tireless industry and exact method., —

W As a companion he was most agreeabie 
and instructive, as well as amusing; for he had 
a quaint, grim humor. which irradiated his

Sweet Annie M Wild grasses prow 
over her pulseless heart, while mine throbs on. 
The proudest blood of the South ran blue in her 
veins. While her father was yet a penniless 
man, without profession or name, the beautiful 
heiress of the old estates eloped with him from 
school, and they were married without so much 
as by yourleave” toa pompous suitor whose 
white locks and venerable years, backed by a 
million dollars, appealed more strongly to the 
favor of her family than her own. 

Blinded by the adoration she bestowed upon 
her husband, the young wife hastened with him 
to her father, with never a doubt but that they 
would be welcome, or at least forgiven, to find 
her a discarded, disowned outcast, disinherited 
and forsaken, the door of home closed to her 
forever, and the curse of disobedience resting 
upon her shelterless head.

ABUNDANT SUPPLY OF WATER, 

Many cattle are lost every winter fr the want 
of this precaution. A lot of young stock is 
turned into one of these fields when the 

are open, but a cold term comes on, and the 
neglect to keep the water-holes open results in 
the death of more or less of the stock. Such 
dry food must have an abundant supply of 


water. 

In New York the corn is eut up and placed in 
small shocks, and these are bound firmly at the 
top, so that they do not fall down or get blown 
over.
